The letter trom Messers 
Nordel! Lowe, Forbes. and 


Wicken in reply to my letter defen- 
ding the rape laws was highly 
interesting and informative. Their 
use of statistics proved once again 
that rape ts a repulsive crime that 
should not be condoned. But this ts 
also a fact that | believed before I 
wrote my first letter and even ad- 
mitted to (a fact which these gen- 
tlemen choose to ignore). 

I must also protest their use of 
quoting out of context. While it did 
produce its desired effect of at- 
tributing to me a statement I didn't 
make (1 did not make the statement 
that rape ts analogous to spitting 
on the street) it did make me aware 
that the analogy I did use was a 


poor one. However, the point 


remains. Why single out rape when 
there are so many other injustices 
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in the world that can be worked on 
at the same time? 

Finally, let's weed through all 
the statistics and emotion and ask 
just what ts wanted. These gen- 
tleren, as well as Ms. Nancy 
Aikens (who also responded to my 
letter), both commented on the 
process of subjecting the victim 
“tO an extensive physical ex- 
amination by a doctor (usually 
male), in which she 1s combed for 
pubic hairs of her assailant and 
evidence of bruises, bleeding and 
semen.” Ms. Aikens further com- 
plained, and justly so, of the 
presence of police officers during 
this examination 

| agree that this procedure 
leaves much to be desired. A female 
doctor could pertorm the ex- 
amination just as efficiently, and 
the police need not (should not) be 
present. However, is your com- 
plaint more than this? ls your com- 
plaint against the examination 
itself? You forget that this ex- 
amination serves two essential pur- 
poses 

1. To determine whether or not 
the victim was raped as claimed, 
and 

2. To obtain evidence to be 
used against the accused at the time 
of trial. 

My second puzzlement is why 
holler for fairness in the rape laws 
while at the same time making 
them unfair for the accused. He 
hasn't as yet been found guilty. 
True, the entire past sexual history 
of the vietim is not necessary, but 
where her past sexual history (up 
to, say, the preceeding 30 days 
before the attack) was an in- 
fluencing factor in the accused's 


decision to commit the crime why

On Jan. 18, 1973 the Staff 
Council of CSUS met. According 
to the minutes of that meeting “the 
first part of the meeting was 
declared an executive session in 
order to. discuss 
problems in the School of Arts and 
Sciences. Confidential action was 
taken in support of the staff 
members involved.” 

David Ballesteros is the Dean of 
the School of Arts and Sciences. At 
the ume his office staft consisted of 
Associate Dean Sandra Barkdull 
and clerical staff Lou Deil Moore 
and Pennie Provo 

A year later, on Jan. 18, 1974, 
the last day of classes in the fall 
semester, Dean Ballesteros asked 
Barkdull to resign her 
position as Associate Dean and 
return to teaching in the 
Mathematics Department. On the 
same day he told Lou Dell Moore 
and Pennie Provo they were being 
reassigned. No reasons were given 

On Jan. 21, 1974, Dean 
Baliesteros sent a memo to the 
Department Chairs toinform them 
of the changes. He also asked them 
to submit nominations to fill the 
position of Associate Dean by Jan. 
25 

Also on this date, members of 
the Academic Council met with the 
Dean to determine why the 
reorganization occurred and to dis- 
cuss the effects of the decision on 
the “operations of the school and 
faculty morale.” Discussions of the 
problems of a mid-year change 
took place at this meeting. Dean

Ballesteros Evaluation 


Ballesteros gave no reasons for the 
action 

On Jan. 22, 1974, there was a 
meeting of the Department Chairs, 
the Academic Council, and Dean 
Ballesteros. As Mary Giles, Chair 
of the Academic Council put it, 
“Lengthy discussion centered on 
the eftects of Dean Ballesteros’ ac- 
tion on the eperations of the 
school. faculty morale, and 
especially the taculty 
women, whose increasingly critical 
response to his decision was by 
then clear. The legal right of the 
Dean to make such changes in his 
stalf! was never the :ssue. either 
before or after Vice President 
affirmed central ad- 
ministration’s support of the legal 
prerogatives of the office of the

Dean. What was challenged was * 


the Dean’s right to be unresponsive 
to the explicit wishes of his 
faculty.” 

Later in the day an Ad Hoc 
Committee (Mary G les: Vernon 
Hornback, Chair «ct Chairs: 
Robert Donaldson, Preident of 
the Faculty; Jack Livingston, 
Counci! Representative; and 
Dorothy Sexter, Representative of 
the Faculty Women’s Association) 
met with Vice-President Wasser to 
discuss the problem. He supported 
Ballesteros’ prerogative to make 
the change, would not take an op- 


posing stand to Ballesteros, said he

was confident the Dean had con- 
sulted with department chairs and 
faculty prior to his decision, and 
said he would discuss it with 
President Bond 

On Jan. 24, 1974, the Academic 
Counci!| met with the Department 
Chairs. From this meeting it was 
determined that (1) none of the 
department chairs present (four 
were absent) had been consulted 
about whether or not to make the 
changes in his staff: (2) the problem 
should be solved so that the 
integrity of those involved would 
be uphetd: and (3) the 
reorganization should be 
postponed until at least June 

Later on the 24th the Ad Hoc 
Committee met with the President 
and Vice-President. It was ex- 
plained to him that a resolution 
had been made to postpone the 
reorganization, and he said that no 
action would be taken until he 
talked to those involved. He also 
said that no action about Dean 
Ballesteros would be taken until he 
had reviewed the Evaluation 
Report which he would receive in 
late March or early April. 

During the week of Jan. 27 and 
Feb. 1, the President and Vice- 
President met separately with 
Dean Barkdull and representatives 
of the Faculty Women’s As- 
sociation. It was the understanding 
of these meetings that Dean 


Barkdull would continue as As- 
sociate Dean, transferred to the 
Academic Vice President's office 
and that Lou Dell Moore would be 
reassigned to that office as her 
secretary. They were to begin in 
that office on Feb. 4, 1974. Pennie 
Provo was assigned a position as 
secretary to the Environmental 
Health and Safety Officer. 

Ai the Jan. 22 joint meeting of 
the Department Chairs and 
Academic Council a resolution was 
passed stating that the two groups 
“strongly urge faculty members to 
decline to serve in the office of As- 
sociate Dean and declare that any 
person who accepts that position 
will not have the confidence of the 
Academic Council or the 
Department Chairs of the School 
of Arts and Sciences.” On Feb. | 1. 
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1974 Lorna Adams of the Music 
Department was assigned to the 
position, temporarily. 

On April |, a group of people 
elected from each of the divisions 
of the School of Arts and Sciences 
presented a Preformance 
Evaluation of Dean Ballesteros to 
President Bond. and Ballesteros. A 
sealed copy. addressed to the 
Academic Council, was also sent to 
Bond's office. This will be released. 
making the information public, at 
his discretion 

On April 4, 1974, President 
Bond declined to comment on the 
report, saying that personnel 
matters are not public intormation 
Dean Ballesteros refused 
comment, saying that he had not 
had the opportunity to discuss the 
report with the President

All cars in the rally will attempt 
to meet the 1976 pollution stan- 
dards caliing for emissions of no 
more than 0.4 grams of hydrocar- 
bons, 3.4 grams of car- 
bonmonoxide, and 0.4 grams of 
oxides of nitrogen per mile. While 
all cars will attempt to meet these 
standards, none will be “non- 
polluting”. They simply emit less

Bond Wants Suggestions

The issue involving the arming 
of peace officers on CSUS has 
triggered the emotions of students 
and faculty for the past couple of 
weeks. According to President 
James Bond “there's been no firm 
decision to arm the men at this 
point.” 

The reasoning of Bond and 
Chief of Security Don Yelverton is 
that the security officers here are 
classified as peace officers, 
therefore they must be fully 
qualified to perform the duties in- 
volved in that job description. Fur- 
ther, there are “questions that 
relate to employee benefits that go 
with that classification. If one of 
them should be killed in the line of 
duty, their benetits would be less, if 
they were not armed, than if they 
were armed,” Bond suggested 

When asked what's happening 
now Yelverton said, “The officers

are being trained to develop the 
proficiency level that would be 
acceptable by this department. 
When the training process is com- 
plete, when the testing process is 
complete, the feedback on deter- 
mining the emotional thresholds of 
the individuals have been analysed, 
it will be at that time that the entire 
package will be put together and 
sent to the President.” 


Addressing the state of the issue 
now Bond commented that, “The 
issue unforunately seemed, 
because of the way it was reported, 
(in the Bee) to be a fait acomphi, 
which it is not at all. Fhat ts, that it 
would be simply a matter of time 
before everyone would be running 
around with guns. We have every 
intention of consulting with the en-

tire campus.” Bond further stated 
that he has raised the issue with the 
Council of Presidents, and that 


“we're trying to move slowly on it, 
we're not trying to accomplish it 
overnight.”

Bond's concern appears to be 
one of protecting the interests of 
the campus community. His _res- 
ponsibility extends to persons and 
equipment. Bond's philosophy is 
that this campus is not separated 
from the good and bad elements of 
the city. He feels that the campus 
lacks an effective deterrent to all 
forms of crimes. if a criminal were 
to choose the safest place to con- 
duct crime, the campus would 
surely be first on the list. 

The funds to equip the peace of- 
ficers was appropriated by the 
Chancellor's office. In a memo, 
January 2, 1973, the items were 
listed. Listed under the title 
“Protective Equipment for Cam- 
pus Peace Officers” were such 
things as, |. Black Basket-Weave 
Leather Duty Belt with gold buc-

set of circumstances that we are 
trying to deal with. Most people 
are not aware of the security 
problems we have on the campus 
They've got to become aware of the 
circumstances we're dealing with.”

S@ 1 was introduced to the ex- 
citing sport of gliding. The plan 
was to cut a couple of classes and 
head up to a little airfield in 
Vacaville for an afternoon of sail- 
ing inclouds, without the benefit of 
an engine. 

Vacaville Soaring, Inc. is nota 
fancy airfield. It lies just off 
Interstate 80 west of Vacaville and 
is not much more than a small club 
house, a few hangers, and a short 
air strip. But, | found, this was all 
that was necessary to enjoy the 
sport of soanng 

We sat in the clubhouse for 
about an hour, waiting for a glider 
(a “ship”) and a pilot. Finally, my 
pilot, Russ, came in and told me it 
was time

“Are you sure it’s safe?” i mum- 
bled under my breath. 

“Oh sure.” Russ assured me. 
“No problem.” 

I walked out to my “ship,” trail- 
ing behind Russ. It wasn't that |

never ridden in any kind of aircraft 
before and | just wanted to enjoy 
the last few steps | was taking on 
solid ground. 

As | approached the glider. 
another novice was returning from 
his first flight 

“How was it?” 

“Wonderful! Terrific! There 
was only one squeamish part. It 
was kind of a momen of 
weightlessness at about 2,000 
(feet), coming over the ridge.” 

“I think the pilot saw my teeth 
gritting.” he laughed. The novice 
was not helping my nerves any 

It was time for me to get in the 
ship and I reluctantly did so. As I 
lowered myself into the front part 
of the cockpit, I felt like a World 
War | pilot, going up for his first 
dogfight over Vacaville, Califor- 
nia 

“Let me just strap you in here.” 
the pilot told me as he tied me into 
the littke compartment with a maze 
of straps and hooks 

. "But how do I get out in an 
emergency?” 

He didn’t answer. 

The pilot climbed in behind me 
after we hooked the tow line up to 
the tow plane that already had tax- 
ied out in front of us. Everything 
was set. We battened down the 
hatches (or whatever you call it in 
plane lingo) and... MOVEMENT! 

The tow plane moved down the 
gravel strip and we bounced along 
behind on the glider’s one wheel. 
After about a hundred yards, I felt. 
for the first time in my life, the sen- 
sation of flight. 

We began climbing up toward 
the tops of the green hillsides that 
surrounded us and when we

reached about 2,000 feet, the tow 
line was released. 

We were gliding What a 
feeling! I felt like we were moving 
very slowly (actually about 45 
mph) and noticed that a couple of 
hawks were gliding above us. They 
seemed to follow our movements 

The glider was so maneuverable 
that # seemed we could turn as 
sharp as if we were flying up there 
like the hawks. There was hardly a 
sound, except for the slight hum of 
the wind rushing around us. I 
looked down at a farm below and 
saw some little cars parked around 
a house. The ants must have been 
inside 

We started back for the landing 
strip and Russ informed me that we 
would be picking up speed as we 
approached for the landing. I was 
going to ask him if that was really 
necessary but I decided to leave the 
driving to him 

| saw the speedometer reach 
about 65 mph as we raced over the 
tops of a couple of houses. I 
wondered how Russ was planning 
to land on that one wheel without 
losing the balance of the plane 

We smashed to the ground and 
slowly came to a stop, our 2I- 
minute flight over. It was not a soft 
landing, but I later discovered 
gliders do not land softly — they 
kind of skid to a stop 

Despiie the first-flight jitters, | 
enjoyed my first experience above 
the ground very much. Although | 
have no other flight experience to 
compare this to, | am sure a glider 
flight is much more exhilarating 
than a ride in a 747 jumbo jet. Try 
it!

And an urge to spend 
some time driving around using 
that gas, even if you're on the way 
to a new ski resort. Let’s also say 
that you enjoy stopping the car oc- 
casionally and trying to find out 
Just how to get to that new place 
where all you have is a Ronald 
MacDonald map of Califorma. If 
these kind of sordid adventures 
appeal to your sense of misadven- 
ture, then this week's Ski Shorts ts 
for you 

The above ts a brief hint of the 
exciting time we had in compiling 
this week's report on Slide Mt) Mt 
Rose. Actually, getting to Slide 
Mt./ Mt. Rose isn't really as bad as 
all that. It’s almost that bad, 
though. In order to spend a 
wonderful day in the snow at 
Slide Rose, you have to head up I- 
80. go through Truckee on 
Highway 267, turn left 
Highway 27, then turn left onto 
Highway 28. | think. Anyway, it’s 
on the road to Reno, if you know 
the long way to get there. Not only 
is it hard to find, but it’s alsoa long 
drive; about three hours or 140 
miles. which is something to con- 
sider these short-gas days 


onto 


The resort is usually crowded. 
and that seems to be a permanent 
fact of life at Shde/ Rose. But the 
wait for the summit chairs isn't too 
intolerable, because the runs . ‘iat it 
serves take longer to skidown than 
it takes to ride up in the chair, 
which ts always nice 

We can’t dwell on the negative 
aspects of the areas too long, 
because Slide/Rose does have 
some advantages that may make 
the extra drive worthwhile. The 
main advantage, as well as the 
main disadvantage, are the same: 
its location. Slide Mt./Mt. Rose 


happens to be higher in altitude 
than any other resort in the Lake 
Tahoe area. That means that when 





its raining on most of the other 
resorts, ruining their slopes, it’s 
probably snowing at Slide / Rose 
it's certainiy worth the extra drive 
if you're spending a week up at 
Tahoe and its “liquid sunshine” at 
all the other resorts. And that high 
elevation also seems to insure a 
dryer, lighter snow. which isa treat 
for those skiers who are tired of the 
“Sierra cement” they always seem 
to ski on at the rest of the resorts 
Since the two resorts have been 
selling a combined lift ticket that 
enables a skier to ski what 
previously were two separate resort 
the average skier has a 
greater choice of skiable terrain 
from which to choose. Both resorts 
have the usual beginner areas, but 
they also have some of the more 
challenging terrain I've seen this 
year. They also have some wide, 
well-laid out intermediate terrain 
for the in-between skier. And. as 
mentioned, the snow is usually

better than at most resorts, making 
all the runs that much more 
pleasant 

Should mention that the lift 
tickets are $9 this year; that in- 
cludes lift priviledges at both Slide
